'At thi. writing 
the derision it*elf i» not at hand and the portion Uken by the 
cannot be fully analysed. A» reported in the pre**, how- 
r. thi* rut. which will affect 4(M..(K.(» Maintenance of Way em- 
ill mean that wage* which now range from 28c to 40c 
an hour will, after July 1, range from 2flc to :t6c an hour. The 
coat of living ha* receded, according to the latent report*, only 
lit percent from the peak. It is obviou* that many classes of 
workera affected by thi* decision will fate hardship* a* a result 
of it The I-abor Board's decision, which was concurred in by 
Ihe public members and dissented from by the labor member, ap- 
parently rest* upon the relation between wages paid on railroad! 
and tho*e paid in similar kind* of work in other Industrie*. The 
Board considers that even with the^ reduction* ordered the 
tenance of Way men will be a little better off than men 
corre*ponding ta*k* in other occupation!.
